MEXICO. 


We see it stated in some of the news- 
papers, that the Mexican robbers treated 
the represeatatives of Great Britain and 
the United States with unbecoming se- 
verity; that they left the renowned Brit- 
ish captain standing in his shirt, and gave 
our minister a thrashing ioto the bargain. 

The story does the ‘gentlemen of the 
road’ some injustice. Pau! Clifford has 
given to the ‘minions of the moon,’ 
universally, the character of courtly gen- 
tlemen; and mewheie do they deserve 
their good name more than in Mexico. 
Governor Shannon himself has favorec 
us with @ pleasant account of h's road eide 
interview with them, aod assures us that 
their conduct towards himself was mark-~ 
ed by that characteristic politeness and 
propriety, for which they enjoy such 
well deserved celebrity. 

The goveroor had the luck to be robbed 
both on his way to the capitol, aad on his 
returo from it.

The Jeffersonian 
nublishes the following Proclamation, 
ecived in a letter by the schooner 
Relampago, but which had been held 
hack from them until the vessel reach- 
ed the city. We hope by this time 
that our fleet is in the Gulf—we know

We have reson (sivs the Repub- 
ican) to believe that the despatches 
ta the Departusent of State at Wash- 
ington, brought by the Relampago. 
eommunicated the fact of war having 
heen declared by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. 

The folowing is the letter and doc- 
uments referred to: 
Vera Cruz. July 24, 1845. 
Sir:—\| have only one moment's 
time to hand vou the enclosed, to whieh 
| referyou. We are momentarily ex 
pecting to receive the declaration of war 
agains: the United States, from Mexico. 
Every one is miking preparations to leave 
this plice and* move into the interior.

Siouz an@ Crow Indians.—From 
the Mountains.—We conversed yes- 
terday with a gentleman just from the 
mountains. Ile states that the meas- 
les had broken out among the Sioux. 
while on a war éxcursion against the 
Crows, on the Yellowstone River, and | 
that 700 to 800 had died. The Crows} 
having heard of the prevalence of the 
measles among the Sioux, retired in 
consternation towards the mountains. 
The Sioux disappointed in ‘meeting 
the Crows, fell upon the lodges of o 
peaceable prairie tribe, killing 70, and 
taking 80 prisoners; this occurred on 
te 16th May last. The Crows and 


carry on unceasing hostilities. Last 
fall tre Sioux made an incursion into 
the Crow country, where they were 
met by the Crows and defeated; some 
30 or 40 warriors fell in the battle.— 
To avenge the death of their comrades 
the strong expedition was fitted out 
this spring, which proved a failure, on 
account of the measles breaking out 
in the camp. The Crows are the 
smallest Indians wit'.in our térritory. 
but have the strong bodies, capable of 
sustaining incredible fatigue and hard- 
Mound in bravery and all the arts 
of Indian warfare, are more than o 
match for the Sioux; they are repre- 
sented by the traders as the, mos! 
peaceable tribe of the mountains.—-
